WABHINGTON, May ZR—Atlorney
General MoBaynolds has decided to oon-
tend that the Bouthern Facific must give
up the Central Pacific In the pending
dimsolution of the Unlon Prolfle merger
and will bring a sult under the Sherman
Iaw to scoomplish that end If the dis-
solution plsns fall to Include It

It became definitaly known today that
the sttorney general had finally decided
that the Central Pacific must be divorced
from the Southern., The dispoaition of
the Central Paclfic Ia understood to be
the okume of the hitch In the efforts of
the Unlon Paclfic and Bouthern Paclfic
to reach an AEreement.

The plan which the Unlon Pacifie will
shortly present to the attorney genersl
contemplates It ls belleved here only the
disposition of §136,000000 of SBouthern Pa-
dfia stock sold by the Unlon Pucific and
will leave thes question of the statup of
the Central Pacific to ssparate litigation
to be begun by thes government. The su-
preme court ordersd the sale of Unlon
Pacitic holdings of Southern Pacific and
it open to negotiation or future ltiga-
tlon the dlsposition of the Central Pa-
nific,

The position of Mr. MeReaynolds regurd-
Ing the Central Paolfic colncides with
fhat of former Attorney General Wicker-
sham, who threstened an anti-trust sult
unless the Southern Pacific disposel of
Re subaidiary.

Senator Stilwell is
Given Four to Eight
Years in Prison

NEW YORK, May 3 —Former BSiate
Benator Btephem K. Htllwell, convioted
of bribery by & Jury last week aflter
he had been eoxonersted by the New
York siate senats, was sentanced today
to serve not less than four years nor
mora than sight In Sing 8Sing prisom.

SBupreme Court Justice Beabury, who
presided at Btllwell's trial, pronounced
pentonce and granted a stay of exe-
oution In order that the convioted sen-
ator's lawyvers might apply for a oer-
tificate of reasonable doubt. No trace
of emotion crossed Stilwell's face as he
heard his sentence. Justice Seabury's
words had hardly dled away before BUl-
well was led baok to the Tombs Ha
smilad at friends and sympathizers who
crowded close to the ralllng as he was
walked away,

Stilwell, state senator from the Bronx,
was convicted of attempting to abtaln
1.0 from George H. Kendall, preaident
af the New York Bank Nots company,

for favorable consideration by the sen-
nte and nasembly codes committee of
/R blll to make Mlegul diserimination
agiinst bank note companies by stock
exchanges. Kendall refused to pay and
lald hls cpse before Governor Sulzer,
who called on Stilwell to resign. This
Btilwell declined to do. The senate In-
vestigated the charges, heard Kendall
and other witnesses and axonerated 8til-
well by a vote of 28 to &, after he had
made an emotionpl ples In his own be-
half. Thereaftér the oase was placed,
by Governor Sulser's uctions; in the
hands of District A ¥ Whitman,
Stilwell appeared beflire the grand jury
after slgning & walver of Immunity. I
